deer hadbhecome so' depleted that they were ship- 
ping animals in from other states.'to replenish the 
native herds.

But a man 
who can't wait to see what-he is shooting at is 
not orfly a bad sport but a danger to every other 
hunter within range. .The-great majority of 
deer-hunters are true sportsmen, anxious ;to ob- 
serve tlie law not only because it is the law but 
because they realize the obligation of this gener- 
ation to pass on its heritage from Nature to its 
successors in the land.
